We never 
kill or distort the news.” 

Mr. Barr’s letter of resigna- 
tion follows in full:

For the past two months

mainly centered on my- 
self. 


If this were entirely a 
personal matter it would 
be easy to ignore. How- 
ever, we all know it is 
not. The United Fund is 
entitled to Support from 
all publicity sources in the 
West End. Most of the 
newspapers have assured 
me of tha: suppert. In or- 
der to give the drive the 
best possibility of success 
the support should be un- 
animous. It appears that 
under the present circum- 
stances it will not be. 

In view of our obliga- 
tions to all the people who 
will work for the Fund and 
the agencies which are 
dependent on our success 
I believe it best for me to 
submit my resignation as 
chairman. I trust you will 
accept it in the spirit in 
which it is given. May I 
say I appreciate your own 
expressions of confidence.

Thomas J. Beare, dental 
officer of the California State 
Department of Public Health, 
stopped off in Upland yester- 
day afternoon to discuss flu- 
oridation -with Dr. George A.

Mr. Beare said he had been 
in Victorville regarding the 
school h e al th program. “‘We 
have received reports on the 


Upland fluoridation issue 
through our news clipping 
service,” he said, ‘“‘and 1! 


stopped by Dr. Chalfant’s 
office to visit.” 

Mr. Beare pointed out state 
health departments recom- 
mend fluoridation. ‘‘There’s no 
question about fluoridation be- 
ing good or bad,” Mr. Beare 
declared. ‘‘It’s already been 
decided it is good. It’s simply 
up to the communities to de- 
cide whether they want it. 

Continued Mr. Beare, ‘Few 
people realize that large ar- 
eas of Los Angeles have a 
natural fluoride content in 
water which is higher than 
the recommended amount. 
Natural fluoride is the same 
as the fluoride that is added 
to water. In California, 
3,000,000 people have lived all 
their natural lives drinking 
natural fluoride in water.” 

Children in the Los Angeles 
areas studied, Mr. Beare re- 
ported, had better teeth than 
those of comparable groups in 
non-fluoride cities.

“Mr. Barr offered his 
resignation in writing. 
The resignation was re- 
fused by unanimous vote 
of the executive commit- 
tee.” 

Mr. Barr distributed copies 
of his letter of resignation to 
the members of the press and 
said: 

“LT still feel the decision is 
wrong, | should get out for 
the good of the organization, 
i'm not at all sure this is 
final.” 

At least one member of the 
press, Allen McCombs, editor 
of the Chino newspaper, was 
present during the closed seas- 
sion, However, as a member 
of the United Fund's board of 
directors, Mr, McCombs pro- 
mised to wear only his ‘dir.

FLUORINE REPORT 


Editor: 
The Upland City Council 
has been requested to add 


fluorine, a waste product of 
the smelting industry, to the 
community water supply. Leg- 
islation which would outlaw 
the addition of any materials 
capable of affecting mind or 
body to our water supplies is 
currently under study, in 
California. 

Testimony given a congres- 
sional investigating commit- 
tee by qualified experts, under 
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“The plain fact is that no 
respectable evidence for the 
safety of fluorine has ever 
been offered; while there is 
abundant evidence of danger.” 


In describing an experiment 
with laboratory animals — 
“Onset of arteriosclerosis was 
hastened by ingestion of 
sodium fluoride; blood-clotting 
time was prolonged. Cancer 
growth was accelerated by 
ingestion of sodium fluoride.” 

“The risk of transgressing 
the threshold of fluorine toler- 
ance in the older generations, 
as well as the chronically ill; 
suffering, for example, from 
kidney disease and unable to 
efficiently excrete the poison, 
is a very real one.” 

“The ‘subtle, insidiaus — ef- 
fects of a chemical, particu- 
larly a highly toxic substance 
such as fluorine, on a limited 
number of specific persons 
with various chronic disorders, 
particularly when consumed 
every day for many years, 
may not be readily recog: 
nized.”’ 

Quoting Dr. A. L. Miller, 
former Health Director of 
Nebraska, a member of the 
congressional ‘committee, ““— 
despite my best efforts, and 
from the evidence before my 
committee, I cannot find any 
public evidence that gave me 
the impression that the Am- 
erican Medical Association,
